MEDES ‘(Miss.) Nov. 13.—The Prest- 

dent and his party arrived here 

shortly before 4 o'clock this after- 
noon, and in their hunting togs started 
soon afterward for the camp on the 
Little Sunflower River. As the distance 
is a good fifteen miles and the trail is 
rough and bad, the chances are that it 
was after dark before they reached 
the camp. 

Smedes is simply a siding on the 
Yazoo and Mississippi Valley Railway 
where cotton is loaded from the big 
Smede plantation. A plantation store 
and the residence of one of the man- 
agers are the only structures except 
negro cabins, within sight. Work on 
the neighboring plantations was sus- 
pended this afternoon, and several! hun- 
dred negroes were at the siding when 
the train stopped. Most of the men sat 
on cotton bales, but the black mammies 
and the pickaninnies stood along the 
track. They showed their white teeth 
in broad grim, but made no other 
demonstrations as the President 
stepped from the train. He was clad 
in hunting costume, khaki 
nne| 
shirt and corduroy coat, and wore on 
his head a brown slouch hat. Around 
his waist was buckled his cartridge 
belt, and at Ris side hung his ivory- 
handied hunting-knife. The other mem- 
bers of the party also wore hunting 
sults. 

While the guns, blankets and other 
#mall baggage were being loaded into 
a four-mule wagon, the President 
chatted with the manager of the Smede 
estate and two ladies who are great 
admirers of him and who had come 
especially to greet him. 

When all was in readiness, the mem- 
bers of the party except Fish and 
Dickinson mounted :-nall, wiry, tough- 
looking horses and dashed away for 
the woods at a breakneck canter. The 
President's mount was a black horse. 
He did not look spirited, but it was 
explained that it was just the sort of 
animal needed to force a way through 
the dense underbrush. The others fol- 
lowed in a buckboard drawn by two 
mules. Two disappointments met the 
President here. The first one was that 
Mangum, who had much to do with ar- 
ranging the hunt, Was too ill to proceed 
to camp tonight, and the other was the 
story which came back from camp that 
in trying the pack of hounds today, 
half of the dogs had gone off after a 
deer which was jumped while Hoke 
Collier was on the track of a bear. As 
there are only twenty-two dogs in the 
pack, the split is very disquieting. 

Mangum, as soon as he heard of this 
accident, put himself in communication 
with Bobo. a famous bear hunter, who 
has a fine pack of forty-five dogs on 
his place. about one hundred miles 
north of here, at Bobo station. If this 
pack can be secured, there will be a 
sufficiency of dogs. In place of Man- 
gum, it has been arranged that Hugh 
Roote and Hoke Collier will hunt with 


the President. They will start out at 
daylight tomorrow morning. Paths 
have been cut through the  under- 


growth, to be used as cutoffs to the 
river, and on these the members of the 
party, except the President, will be 
stationed. The President and his 
guides will follow the hounds through 
the undergrowth in order to be at hand 
if a bear is brought to bay. 

“It will be powerful hard.’ said Man- 
gum. “and I predict the President will 
lose at least five pounds In the next five 
days. I rode through there a few days 
ago, and when I got out my clothes 
were almost torn off me. I looked as 
if 1 had been in a railroad wreck.” 

Mangum says the black bears here- 
abouts weigh from 306 to 600 pounds. 

“We have a set of scales at 
camp.” said he, “and the bears will be 
weighed when they are brought in.” 

The signa of bear in the vicinity of 
camp «re plentiful. and Parker promises 
the President a shot before tomorrow 
evening. In one waterhole. Hoke (Col- 
lier, Monday, found the footprints of 
nine.

The President was anxious to 
reach the hunting camp early enough 
today to get into the woods this even- 
ing. and the schedule of the train was 
hastened to meet his desires. It was 
due to reach Smedes, Miss., at 2 o'clock, 
and the hunting camp, which is ten 
miles distant from there, was to be 
reached on horseback. 

The President has with him the hunt. 
ing outfit used by him for many years 
in bis hunting trips after big game in 
the Yew hbeorhood of his ranch on the 
Littte Alissourt in Dakota, and in the 
mountains of Idahe, Montana and 
Colorado. It includes a fringed buck- 
skin suit, such as was worn by the old 
wilderness hunter, and his favorite 
Winchester, a 40-9. With this weapon 
he has killed many of his hunting 
trophies. It bears the interesting 
scars of one of his battles with a cou- 
gar, or mountain lion, in Colorado. In 
closing with a wounded cat, the Presi. 
dent thrust the stock into her mouth. 
It shows the teeth marks of the en- 
raged animal and the place where a 
small piece was literally bitten away. 
His cartridge belt has a hunting knife 
attached. Most of the bullets are soft 
nosed, but a few of them are steel- 
jacketed for penetrating power in case 
the President should get a chance for a 
long shot.

Uniess such 
things were fixed in calmness and han- 
fied with moderation, he declared, the 
labor organizations of the country 
would soon be involved in a conflict 
which would by comparison dwarf all 
the struggies in which labor organiza- 
tiens have been so far involved. The 
matter would, unless checked, he as- 
serted, come to a point where laboring 
men would fight with laboring men 
from behind barricades in the manner 
a which men dealt with their mortal 
oes. His warning of danger and his 
ounsels of peace. and moderation met 
vith a hearty response from the as- 
embled delegates. ant wild applause 
reeted the apeaker as he closed that 
ortion of/his annus! address in which

“No man, who, as an educator,” said 
President Gompers, “poses as a strike 
breaker, is fit for the position he holds. 
Compared to such a man, Benedict Ar- 
nold was a martyr, and Judas Iscariot 
a saint.” 

Although no name was mentioned, it 
Was understood by the delegates that 
reference was made to the head of one 
of the leading educational institutions 
of the country, and they applauded 

vehemence. 

Cheers were again called forth when 
it was declared that the men who acted 
the role of strike breakers were look- 
ing backward toward barbarism, and 
not to the future. 

After the usual preliminary business 
the convention adjourned unti]) 2 
o'clock. 

At the opening of the afternoon ses- 
sion. President Gompers called Vice- 
President’ Kidd to the chair and read 
his report, which was as follows: 

GOMPERS'S REPORT. 

Concerning the growth of the Federa- 
tion, President Gompers reported es 
follows: 

“Six new national unions were 
formed during the year and two are 
now in process of formation, while 
others will soon be in a position to 
have a nationa! or international charter 
framed from existing local unions of 
the trade. In all, new charters wre 
issued to: national and international 
unions, 14; State branches, 6; 
central labor unions, 127; local trade 
unions and federal labor unions, 877; 
total, 1024. 

“At the end of the fiseq) yedr (eleven 
months) September 36; 1902, we had af- 
filiated with the American Federation 
of Labor, national and international 
uniong (with aproximately 14,000 local 
unions under their direct jurisdiction) 
99; State federations, 26; city central 
bodies, 424; local feleral labor unions 
and local trade unions directly af- 
filiated to the American Federation of 
Labor by charter, 1483. 

“In the eleven months ending October 
1, 1902, there have been organized and 
chartered by our affiliated national un. 
ions, and by the American Federation 
of Labor direct, not less than 3500 new 
local unions with an added member- 
ship of not less than 300,000." 

Apart from the miners’ strike, Mr. 
Gompers said, there has been during 
the past year no general trade contest 
involving large numbers, nor has there 
been so large a number of strikes as 
in former years. Of the strikes re- 
ported, the preponderance have been 
for higher wages and shorter hours, 
and they have been largely success- 
ful. 

REVIEWS MINERS STRIKE. 

President Gompers reviewed the 
causes and progress of the anthracite 
miners’ strike, and in the course of 
his remarks said: 

“One of the remarkable yet consist- 
ent features of the contest was the 
attitude assumed by the mine owners 
as to their divine proprietorship of the 
mines, and their declaration that 
divine providence had placed in their 
possession the properties and that they 
would better @are for the welfare of 
their employés than the agitators. 

“There is no doubt but that the com- 
panies’ presidents, having assumed the 
role of complete mastery over treir 
workmen, were unable to realize other 
than that they were, indeed, the repos- 
itories of their mortal. as we!! as their 
eternal salvation. Their consistency 
has not been questioned. The premise 
was wrong and unjustifiable from the 
beginning. and carried along for a se- 
ries of years when they imagined that 
they had crushed entirely the spirit 
and the character of their employés. 

“Viewing the entire industrial field, 
the social and economic conditions and 
the whole morale of the wage earners 
of our country. we have nothing to be 
thankful! for to the employing class, 
Whatever improvement has come to 
the wage earners, in any way, is en- 
tirely due to their own efforts, to their 
own intelligence in organizing and ag- 
itating for the enjoyment of a higher 
and better life.” 

CALLS IT A VICTORY. 

After recounting the various steps in 
the negotiations initiated by President 
Roosevelt, which ended in the appoint- 
ment of the arbitration commission, 
President Gompers said: 

“A great moral victory has been won 
for the miners, and the cause of for- 
ganized labor, and for humanity. Ma- 
terial advantage is, therefore, iInevita- 


e. 

“The declaration of the operators 
that the only mannerzin which the 
strike could be ended would be by their 
return to work unconditionally has 
not been verified: and this fact is due 
to the splendid discipline of the men, 
the excellent manner in which the con- 
test was conducted and the fraternal, 
generous and prompt support of or- 
ganized labor. I desire.‘ personally, as 
well as officially, to express the deep 
anpreciation which. I feel. and which I 
know the miners feel. and we all feel 
to the wage earnere of our country, 
and to all others who have aided in 
this great contest. It was a ereat on- 
portunity for the manifestation of the 
solidarity of labor under the banner 
of the American Federation of Labor. 
and magnificently taken advantage of 
and responded to by fellow-untonists. 
Our movement seeks to avoid strikes. 


| We make every effort in that direction 


and are largely succeseful. therein. 

“The men of organized labor want, 
arbitration, but only arbitration as a 
last report, after conciliation has 
absolutely falled, and then ar- 
bitration only ‘oluntarily entered 
into by both the organized workers 
and employers, the award voluntarily, 
honorably and faithfully adhered to by 
both sides.”’ 

OBJECTS TO INCORPORATION, 

The object which advocates of com- 
pulsory incorporation of trades unions 
have in view, Gompers declared, was 
to mulet or outlaw our unions. 

On the subject of “Jurisdiction Prob- 
lem and Danger,” the report says: 


“I mav truly record the fact that 


never for one moment since the forma- 


tion of our federation have I enter- 
tained a doubt or misgiving as to the 
growth, success and permanency of the 
American Federation of Labor. and I! 
would not now be apprehensive of its 
future it not forced upon my de- 
liberate judgment, which developed into 
a firm conviction, that unless our 
filiated national and international un- 
ions radically and soon change their 
course, we shall at no distant dav be 
in the midst of an internecine contest

discriminate attempts made to extend 
jurisdiction of any organization with- 
out the consent of the organization of 
the trade already in existence.” 
EIGHT-HOUR BILL. 

President Gompers urged “unre- 
mitting efforts to secure the enactment 
of the eight-hour bill, now before Con- 
gress, and recommended the appoint- 
ment of a special committee to take 
the subject of inaugurating the eight- 
hour work day for all wage-earners 
into consideration, and report a plan 
to this convention. He recommended 
that the legislative committee and of- 
ficers of the federation be directed to 
continue their efforts to secure the 
Passage of the anti-injunction bill in 
its original form, as passed by the 
House, and to oppose any amendment 
calculated to impair the fundamentally 
lawful action of the organized workers 
in their efforts to secure improved con- 
ditions. 

Gompers also commended to fa- 
vorable consideration a Federal law 
proposed by Henry Cohen of Colorado 
and J. J. Sullivan, providing that ‘“‘cor- 
porations shall not be deemed citizens 
of the State of their creation, and 
when they cotmhe into the Federal courts 
claiming the right to have their cause 
adjudicated by that tribunal on the 
ground of diverse citizenship that that 
allegation may be denied by the oppo- 
site party and al) proceedings shdll be 
immediately stayed, and the issue pre- 
sented shall be firet tried, and if any 
of the members of the corporation are 
citizens of the same State as the op- 
posing party the court shall refuse to 
take jurisdiction in the case.” 

CHINESE EXCLUSION. 

President Gompers discussed the sub- 
ject of Chinese exclusion at consider- 
able length. He said: 

“It was clearly evident that there 


Was some ulterior purpose on 
the part of those in contro! 
of the legislation in Congress 


that the law as passed should not be 
an entirely satisfactory one to labor,’ 
and after citing legal opinions regard- 
ing the laws, summarized the situation 
as follows: 

“After reviewing the entire subject 
it ts clear to my mind and it is the 
opinion of all competent to speak who 
are in sympathy with the purpose of 
effective Chinese exclusion: 

“That Chinese subjects of Great 
Britain or citizens of the republic of 
Mexico (and perhaps those who may 
pretend to be the subjects or citizens 
of either) may come to the United 
States at will; that the courts will so 
hold should a test case be made. 

“That Chinese can be excluded only 
by sympathetic administrative action 
of the Federal authorities. 

“That the entire question should be 
reopened by Congress and an effective, 
comprehensive law enacted. 

“Senator Turner of Washington has 
introduced a bill repealing the following 
clause of the Chinese Exclusion Bill: 
‘So far as the same are not inconsistent 
with treaty obligations, until otherwise 
provided by law.’ 

“In reopening the subject we should 
endeavor to secure the enactment of 
that bill.’ 

TEST FOR IMMIGRANTS. 

A moderate educational test for immi- 
grants was advocated and the crime of 
child labor denounced. 

Notwithstanding the suspicion that 
those responsible for Federal legisia- 
tion “have not been either fair or just 
to labor.” President Gompers advised 
persistent efforts in this direction. In 
this connection he said: 

“In a recent address ‘delivered by 
President Roosevelt he publicly pro- 
claimed his conviction in favor of wage 
earners organizing for their mutual 
and common protection, and this has 
been verified by his action as well as 
in. persona! conversation. Certainly 
when the President of the United States 
will give his adhesion to the necessity 
as well as the wisdom of the wage 
earners organizing, it should be not 
only a convincing factor with the yet 
unorganized, but should disarm or put 
a quietus upon narrow-minded, short- 
sighted and prejudiced employers. It 
is very gratifying to find the President 


of the United States in his last message | 


devoting a considerable portion thereof 
to questions affecting industry and of 
benefit to the wage earners.” 

In conclusion President Gompers 
thanked his fellow-trade untonists for 
their cpiperation, advice and sym- 
pathy, saving: 

“The respect of which I have been the 
recipient at the hands of my fellow- 
tollers has sunk deep into my heart, 
and jeft its impress in my entire being, 
character and make-up: the respect 
whirh I pray may continue—aye, even 
after death.” 

STRIKE STATISTICS. 

Secretary Morrison's report, which 
embodied much detail of routine mat- 
ters, was then read. The report covered 
the eleven months ended with Septem- 
ber 30 last. The a aggregate 
income for this time s $114,498, end 
the expenses $119.08. Of the receipts 


$20,423 consisted of contributions to the 


defense fund. 

Morrison also stated that for the 
eleven months 1924 unions were char- 
tered.

WANTED BY SWITCHMEN. 
TWELVE PER CENT. INCREASE,

Out on Sympathetic Strike. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 13.—Two hundred 
and fifty employés of the Mechanical 
Rubber Company went on a strike to- 
the workers asserting that the 
company is controlled by ‘the rubbem 
trust,” and is at present filling orders 
that would under ordinary circume- 
stances go to the Morgan & Wright 
factory, which was closed by a strike 
last week. The walkout was ordered 
last night. and when the employés of 
the company reached the plant this 
morning they found it guarded by over 
100 pickets from the Morgan & Wright 
factory. 


Switchmen's Demands. 


TOPEKA (Kan.) Nov. 13.--The Santa 
Fé ewitchmen between Chicago and 
Albuquerque are formulating a demand 
on the road for an increase in wages. 
A Grievance Committee representing 
the sewitchmen is expected in Topeka 
within two weeks, and the advance, if 
any i* granted, will be dated from 
January 1. The Grievance Committees 
of the Santa Fé engineers and firemen 
are in session and will soon have a new 
wage scale ready to submit to the com- 
pany.

STAN. FRANCISCO, Nov. 13.--Deputy 
Consu'-General W. of 
Frankfert, Germany, has transmitted 
the following translation of a Berlin 
letter to t Leipzig Tageblatt, in re- 
ination to the confiscation by the Ger- 
man authorities of California dried 
apricots, which had been bleached with 
sulphur fumes: 

“Of late seizures of American fruits, 
especially conserved apricots, have 
taken place in various parts of Ger- |

The Agrarians openly affirmed that it 
Was necessary to arm the government 
with weapons for reprisal, especially 
against the United States customs 
practices. Dr. Brumer, National L.b- 
eral, cRed an instance in which § he 
said $200,000 worth of enameled goods 
were ordered in Germany § for New 
York, bur the speaker asserted that 
the custéms officials “changed the clas- 
sification at the ‘instance of the! 
American trust, whereupon the New 
York importer canceled the order. 

“It was proved to the customs of- 
ficials,"" said Dr. Brumer, “that the 
invoice was in exact accord with the 
German sellers’ book, and that instead 
of the goods being undervalued, the 
books showed that shipments had been

PACIFIC COAST MANEUVERS. 
NO SHAM BATTLE PROPOSED. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—([Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] The report printed in Cal- 
ifornia that the Navy Department will 
semble all Pacific ships during 
the winter and have a sham battle off 
Coronado Island is said at the Navy 
Departmen: to be incorrect. Some time 
during the winter, however, the depart- 
ment will assemble several ships, as 
many as possible, off the Southern Cal- 
ifornia coast, in order to give the sail- 
ors an opportunity for learning squad- 
ron movements and going through other 
naval drills. The plans for these maneu.- 
vers have not yet been completed, how- 
ever. 

At the Navy Department today it was 
said that if a sufficient number of ships 
are on the Pacific Coast a year from 
now, there may be extensive operations 
off Southern California. It was decided 
a long time ago to have this year's big 
maneuvers in the West Indies. and the 
ships are about starting there for the 
campaign. A good many naval people 
think it would be a good plan to have 
operations next year off the California 
coast, even if some ships go around the 
Horn for the purpose. 


ARCHEOLOGICAL RESEARCH- 
PROF. MAGEE APPOINTED. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—Pror. W. J. 
Magee of the Bureau of American 
Ethnology, one of the best known aci- 
entists in the country, has been ap- 
pointed by the President, through the 
Secretary of State, to represent the 
United States on the International 
Archeological Commission, whose crea- 
tion was recommended by the second 
international conference of States, heid 
in Mexico last winter. Each of the 
American republics will appoint one or 
more members of the commission, ap- 
pointments to be for five vears. 

Each government interested will con- 
tribute to the expenses of the commis- 
sion on the same basis as that on 
which the Bureau of American Repub- 
lics is supported. The idea of the com- 
mission is to preserve the ruins of the 
principal prehistorical cities, estab- 
lishing at «ach of them a museum, to 
contain objects of interest found in the 
locality, and at each exhumed city to 
establish conveyances \for the -visiting 
pubiic. It will be the effort of the com- 
mission to establish an American Inter- 
national Museum in /the city selected 
by the majority of the republics par- 
ticipating in the work of the commis- 
sion, which shall become the center 
of all American archeological investi- 
gations and interpretations. 


BEET-SUGAR CROP. 
CONSUL DIEDERICH'S FIGURES. 
IBY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS-—A.M.) 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—Henry W. 
Diederich, United States Consul at 
Bremen, in a report to the State De- 
partment, dated October 18, gives the 
ertimates for the sugar crop of 1991-02, 
as issued by Gieseker, the noted Bei- 
gian statistician, and Otto Licht of 
Magdebure. a veteran publisher of 
sugar statistics Gieseker estimates 
the total crop at 5,350,000 tons, Ger- 
many leading with 1,730,000 tons. Ac- 
cording to Licht's figures, the crop will 
aggregate 5,580,000 tons, or 993.000 tons 
less than last year. Consul Diederich 
looks for at least 6,000,000 tons of beet 

sugar for this year. 

In his opinion, Gieseker and Licht 
will have to revise their estimates con- 
siderably, as in France the decrease 
of 860,000 and 880,000 shown in their es- 
timates are not warranted by reports 
from that country. Cuba, according to 
the Coneul’s estimate, will produce 85#,- 
000 tons, against 683,000 for last year. 

Sugar statieticians are conservative 
early in the season. The weather in 
many countries has been unusually 
cool and wet a!! summer, which has 
retarded the growth of the sugar beets, 
and the weight will undoubtedly be be- 
low norma!, but it is expected that 
fairly good weather prevailing during 
the month of October will much im- 


prove the quality, so that it does not)

6,900,000 tons of beet sugar for this year.

A committee representing the various 
State associations also presented nomi- 
nees for the executive council. 

The following telegram was read 
from Secretary of the Treasury Shaw: 
“Please convey my greetings and best 
wishes to- your association, and my 
regret at not being able to be present. 
I certainly hope that that which states- 
manship has failed to accomplish, may 
be consummated through commerce, 
and that portion of our common coun- 
try most favored by nature, may be- 
come at last equal sharer in the na- 
tion's prosperity.’ 

Congressman T. E. Burion of Cleve- 
land, ©., delivered an address on 
“Financial Crises." He said, in part: 

“In the consideration of crises in our 
own country, it is necessary to take 
into account certain exceptional condi- 
tions which have existed, or which now 
exist here. Among the most notable 
causes of crises in the United States 
in the past has been the lack of cere 


deemed in specie and in the standard 
of value whether it should be gold or 
silver. Great losses And great disturb- 
ances have arisen from the evils of 
irredeemabie paper currency. A further 
injury has arisen from frequent 
changes and constant agitation in re- 
gard to vital matters of economic and 
fiscal policy. such as tarifie and the 
issue of paper money. Happily recent 
legisiation has given assurance of the 
maintenance of the gold standard, and 
public sentiment has unequivocally de- 
_Clared against sudden changes in eco- 
| nomic policy. 

| The notable defect at the present 
time is the absence of elasticity tn our 
|; currency with the resulting scarcity in 
times when large quantities of money 
are required, and the tendency to spec- 
ulation when money is abundant. It re- 
quires little discrimination to discover 
that the demand for money is un- 
equal at different seasons of the year. 
and in the same seasons of successive 
years. The term “autumn drain,” has 
been Applied to the great demand for 
currency in the autumns. It is clear 
that the quantity of paper money 
should be so regulated that it may in- 
crease or decrease according to the 
requirements of trade. 

“The function of the treasury as a 
bank of deposit, also has an injurious 
effect because of the tendency to lock 
up money in the government vaults 
when it is most needed, and to dis- 
perse it in large quantities when a less 
supply would be sufficient. 

“While the proper custody of gov- 
ernmemt money presents difficult 
problem, it would seem that some 
method might be devised under which 
a limited amount, as nearly equal as 
poesible from month to month, mighr 
be retained by the treasury. and the 
balance made part of the circulation. 

“For the practical management of 
banks with a view to prevent crises, 
no rules can be formulated better than 
those stated by Mr. Bagehot—first, that 
in the time of alarm, loans &hould be 
only made at a very high rate of inter- 
est. This course, he says, will operate 
#s a heavy fine on unreasonable timid- 


ity, and will prevent borrowing out of 
unnecessary precaution. Second, that 
pat this high rate, loans should be 
made on all good security, and uaa 
largely as the public ask He says 
what is wanted Is to diffuse the im-

The attitude of Messrs. Powers and 
Bowen, and of other Councilmen, on 
this question, will commend fhem to 
the average citizen and taxpayer.

NTERESTS OF NON-UNIONISTS. 

That the non-union miners should 
be granted permission to be heard be- 
fore the strike commission now inves- 
tigating conditions in the anthracite- 
coal region is so manifestly justified 
by circumstances as scarcely to need 
argument. 

The non-union miners are directly 
concerned in the controversy—as 4i- 
rectly and vitally concerned, in point 
of fact, as are the unionists or the 
mine operators. Underlying and per- 
meating the questions immediately in 
controversy is the all-important ques- 
tion as to the rights of independent 
labor. By independent labor is meant 
the labor which prefers, for reasons 
which are sufficient to itself, to refrain 
from uniting with the labor unions. 
The question as to whether men can 


tions, and acting with them, against 
their will and against the dictates of 
their better judgment, is a question 
of supreme importance. It must be 
setticd, and settled right, before any 
real and permanent progress can be 
made in the settlement of labor prob- 
lems in general and the establishment 
of industrial peace. 

The right to organize is not seri- 
ously questioned nor denied in any 
qGuarter. The right not to organize 
is just as sacred a right, and it must 
be as freely conceded ond as fully pro- 
tected by the law aa the right to or- 
ganize, before justice can be done to 
all interests. 

The right not to organize means the 
right of any man and every man to 
dispose of his work as he sees fit, 
at such price as he can obtain for it. 
and under such conditions as may be 
agreed upon between himself and 
those who desire to secure his services. 
There can be no industrial peace until 


have been fully recognized and estab- 
lished. Without industrial peace there 
will be injustice and hampered prog- 
res#, or retrogression. 

The coal commission will have done 
a great service if in arriving at its 
conclusions it defines in clear and un- 
mistakable terms the rights of inde- 
pendent labor. Not that there is any 
doubt in the minds of intelligent men 
as to the moral and legal rights of wn- 
organized laboring men.

NOT AFTER LEAD IN SENATE. 

Pendleton has relinquished 
his efforts to be made president § pro 
tem. of the State Senate.

CHEER FOR JUDGE SHAW. 

ELECTION SEEMS ASSURED. 
Judge Lucien Shaw emerged f.om 
his cave of gloom yesterday and an- 
nounced his belief that he is elected 
Associate Justice of the Supreme Court. 
Returns received by him seston 
together with the discovery of a new 
method of figuring out percentages on 
incomplete returns, lead him to believe 
that he has a majority of at least 1000. 
This will be increased, it is thought, 
when complete returns are received 
from al! counties in the State. 

Judge Shaw's friends attribute his 
poor showing in the returns to the fact 
that his name appeared in an unfortu- 
nate place on the ballot, having been 
placed below that of Angelotti, in an 
extremely small space. It is thought 
that it was overlooked entirely by 
many Republican voters, and the re- 
turns bear out this surmise. 

Local election officers say they saw 
hundreds of ballots on which votes 
were cast for but one Associaté Jus- 
tice, those being for the Republican or 
Democratic candidate whose name ap- 
peared in the large space under the 
head: “For Associate Justice of the Su- 
preme Court.” 

Yesterday Judge Shaw said: 

“On the basis of a majority for me of 
8844, shown in partial returns, and cal- 
culating that I will receive in remain- 
ing precincts the same proportion of 
the remaini Republican vote that I 
receive of Ju Angelotti's vote as re- 
ported, I will sustain a loss of 
votes will make a gain of 1152 
votes. is kes my total net loss 
7830. Subtracting this from my majority 
of 8844, shown in partial returns, | 
still have a majority of 1014 votes.” 

These conclusions have been reached 
by Judge Shaw by means of an elabor- 
ate table, in which he has used the 
figures on the Presidential election of 
1909, comparing, them with the returns 
so far received of the recent State elec- 
tion. By figuring percentages and get- 
ting the proportionate vote of this year 
as compared with the vote of 1900, the 
jurist finds that his showing on the 
final returns will not be so bad as he 
had anticipated. 

Friends of the judge think he has 
been unduly alarmed, and that the re- 
sult will be far better than is indicated 
by the table he has compiled.

Four times in the last nine cen- 
turies the earth has encoustere4d a 
great cluster of meteors and received 
a brilliant shower in the second year 
of the century. Will it meet such a 
cluster, and be visited by such a shower 
next Saturday morning? Prof. Pick- 
ering of Harvard University thinks 
such an encounter more than  prob- 
able, but as he bases his opinion 
upon the facts here adduced, and upon 
some others which are too technical 
to discues in this article. he cannot 
speak with any greater degree of posi- 
tiveness than the rest of ws. who 
reason from the same data. 

LOCATING THE RADIANT. 

The radiant of the Leotiid meteors is 
within the curve of the Sickle, a 
beautiful group of stars in the Con- 
steliation Leo, with the bright star 
Regulus in the handle. The Sickle may 
| readily be found by projecting a line 
from the pointers of the dipper in the 
direction opposite from the North Star. 
The meteors whore observed paths be- 
gin at or very near the radiant, have 
short paths, while those which appar- 
ently start at a considerable distance 
from the radiant have long, brilliant 
courses, and are often attendell by 
trains resembling the tails of comets, 
which remain visible for several sec- 
onds, and even minutes. 

The cut shows the comparative size 
of the earth's tiny orbit, and that 
traversed by Tempel's comet. and its 
attendant train of Leonid meteors. The 
earth travels in one year round a cir- 
cle whose diameter is 186,000,000 miles: 
the comet's eccentric path describes an 
immense ellipse, whose aphelion is 
nearly 2,000,000,000 miles from the sun, 
and it takes thirty-three and a third 
years to accomplish its mighty jour- 
ney. As it recedes from the sun it 
moves slower and slower, till it loiters 
at the slow pace of four mile# a second 
beyond the orbit of Uranus Return- 
ing toward the sun it rushes forward 
with constantly accelerated speed. till 
it dashes across the orbit of the earth 
with iremendous velocity of tw-nty- 
six mifes a second. 

BLAOCITY OF METEORS. 

It will be seen in the cut that ubhile 
the comet and meteors move from jet 
to right, ifke the hands of a clock, the 
earth moves in her orbit in the opp»- 
site direction to meet them, and there- 
fore the meteors enter the atmosphere 
with the combined velocity of both 
movements -- the meteors twenty-six 
miles a second, and the earth eighteen 
miles a second —their sum preducing the 
aimost unimaginable velocity of forty- 
four miles between the ticks of a clock. 

Thus we account for that sudden and 
brilliant streak of light. The condensa- 
tion of the atmosphere and the abrasion 
of its particles heat the meteor, per- 
haps no larger than a bean or a walnut, 
instantly transform it to a volume of 
fiercely blazing vapor as large as an or- 
ange or a melon, the intense cold of 
the upper air quickly extinguishes the 
flaming gas, and the resulting invisible 
powder slowly settles to the ground. 
It first becomes luminous at a height 
of from seventy to eighty miles, and is 
entirely consumed before it reaches a 
depth of forty miles above the earth's 
eurface, Thus this minute attendant of 
Tempel's comet, which has been tra- 
versing its vast orbit for ages and eona, 
swinging from the sun to Uranus, and 
from Uranus to the sun like a mighty 
pendulum, suddenly flashes inte our at- 
mosphere, and the fateful termination 
of He long, uneventful career is gio t- 
ousiy signalized by the brilliant but 
evanescent flames of its own funeral 
torch, 

METEORS SEEN LAST YEAR. 
“Whatever the exhibition . veuchsnafed 
to us next Saturday morning, it wiil be 
attended by one serious drawback- the 
moon will be at its full, and in mid- 
heavens, consequentiv the faint meteors 
will be obscured, and the larger ones 
shorn of much of their splendor. Last 
year there was no moon, and the sky 
was cloudless, affording ideal conditions 
for observation. Prof. Brackett of Po- 


counted 1449 meteors, the major portion 
coming between 4 and 5 a.m. Prof. 
Larkin at the Lowe Observatory alone 
counted upward of 600. Prof. Baum- 
gardt and his son, in the southern part 
of this city, counted ne@riy 400 after 
4 a.m. From the top of the hili on 
Grand avenue I counted 100 meteors in 
the sixteen minutes between 4:94 and 
4:20 am. We all felt rewarded for our 
vigils, but we maké no positive prorm- 
ises for next Saturday morning.

Mother's Name. 


Discussed Kiiling With Father 
and Thinks ’Twas Right. 
Hideous Case. 


Dramatic in the extreme was the pre- 
liminary examination held in the little 
Village of Norwalk yesterday of Frank 
Seppl, who siew his wife, Adelaide, 
Tuesday evening, October 2%. 

The features uf the trial Were a5 
astounding as the crime was brutal, ard 
there was presented the extraordinary 
spectacie of a fourteen-yeur-old son 
who knew not his mothet's name, 4 
sixteen-yeur-old son who thinks his 
mother was rightly executed by the 
father, who said to the first man he 
saw after committing his horrid crime, 
“Yes, 1 killed her, and--I am glad of 
it;” and, lastly, a community § that 
openly approves an atrocious murder. It 
is a strange, hideous case, that would 
be hard to parallel. 

The first witness had not spoken five 
minutes when it (was apparent that 
Frank Seppi must defend his life, and 
each further word of the testimony of 
the neighbors and children of the mur- 
dered woman only drew in grayer col- 
ors the sordid outlines of a horr ble 
crime, that rivais in dull, unthinking 
ferocity the desperate acts of a hound- 
ed Zola peasant.

Seppi had 
not the wit for tenderness, regarded his 
wife's mania as he would the perversity 
of one of his cattle, and as he woud 
have done with one of his cattle, calm 
ly figured her worth tu him, found tt 
nil, and shot her. 

AWFUL DISCUSSION. 

According to the testimony of the 
oldest boy, father and son sat by the 
barn during the day and discussed the 
probability of having to kill her; 
think of it! They finished their work 
at dusk and went to the house. The 
mother was preparing supper. 
they entered she began to sing in 
Italian a song of ridicule, and Seppi 
went’to the storeroom cand drank a 
glass of wine-—perhaps he had then 
made up his mind to kill her and w 
nerving his arm for the deed. When 
he returned, Mrs. Seppi said, “Why 
don’t you take three or four glas 
more and get drunk?’ 

Se replied not a word, but stepped 
ou e the door into the dark. He 
stayed there several minutes, and when 
he returned, he had a revolver in his 
hand and walked toward Mrs. Seppi 
with it. The three children ran outside 
and were peering through the windows 
in time to see the shot that killed 
their ‘mother.

NEIGHBOR'S TESTIMONY. 

In his testimony. A. W. Ellis, the 
rst neighbor to reach the scene after 
he shooting, said:

1 went on with my 
work for two or three minutes until 
louis Seppi came und told me his 
futher had shot his mother. I went 
over there and looked uround to see - 
I could see Seppl. I gaw nothing of 
Seppi then. [ went into the kitchen 
and found Mrs. Seppi. lying on her 
right side with her head to the west. 
Her pulse was beating. and I think | 
she was breathing slightly. 

“I called to Mrs. Seppi, using her 
name, but she didn't respond or show 
any signs of recognition, though her 
eyes were open. 

“Seppi came to the door, and I asked 
him what he had done, saying, ‘Seppl., 
in the name of goodness, what have 
you done” and he sald, ‘1 killed her.’ ”’ 

At this stage Seppi, who was listen- 
ing. interestingly, smiled calmly at 
court and witness. — 

Ellis continued: “A moment later I 
spoke to him again, and he said, ‘I 
killed her and I'm giad of it. I had 
to do it on account of my children. She 
deviled the life out of me. It had been 
going on a long time, and I couldn't 
stand it any longer.’ I saw no weapon 
in his hand. 

“Mrs. Seppi was lying with her feet 
about four feet from the cooking ta- 
ble.

Park among its possessions. 

Col. Griffith J. Griffith, the donor, 

and the Park Commission have divided 
the victory. Honors are about even. 
Neo biood has been shed. 
The denoument in this cause 
celebre at the regular session of the 
Park Commission yesterday was like 
the finale of a French duel. There was 
@ lot of red tape and preliminary fid- 
dling at the opening of the session, but 
at the close the representative of Col. 
Griffith and the Park Commissioners 
were congratulating each other on their 
escape with honor. 

After all the horrible threats and 
accusations that have been  fiying 

around concerning the management of 
G@riffith Park, friends of al! parties con- 

sider the result fortunate. Mayor 

Snyder took strenuous measures to 

woo the fiuttering’ white dove and 

whenever a commiesioner or Gen. 

Pierce, attorney for Griffith, started 

to say anything that might lead to a 

controversy he interposed with as 

violent an outburst as a bad cold would 
t.

At the time the Chief Executive was 
Dr. Dickson from 
vol sentiments 
about the designs of Col. Griffith. Dr. 
Dickson said that he understood that 
the real motive for the attacks of Col. 
Griffith on the board was his desire 
to again get lon of the park. 
He said he could think of no other 
motive and he insisted that every re- 
presented be made in writing and 
entered on the minutes in preparation 
for a suit in the courts. 
Gen. Pierce emphatically denied that 
Col. Griffith has any desire to secure 
,control of the park property. The 
motive of the donor, he said, is toe see 
that the park is used in the further- 
ance of the plan for which it was 
Gedicated; namely, to make of the large 
tract of land an attractive pleasure 
resort for the citizens of the city. 
Mayor @nyder put a stop to the dis- 
cussion of this question by declaring 
that the only question the board could 
consider was the alleged misappropria- 
tion of funds: He said that the Park 
Commission had nothing to do with the 
sales of wood made under the authori- 
gation of former boards and by the 
Council, arid that, as the board could 
not appropriate funds for the impreve- 
ment of the park, it was worse than 
@& waste of time (even minutes are 
precious seventeen days before eclec- 
tion) to discuss such phases of the 
park question. 
“This board recommended that the 
Council submit a bond issue to the peo- 
. you know,” he said to the attorney. 
Proceedings began very tamely with 
the reading by Superintendent Menden- 
hall, of a perfectiy harmless report, 
which, to use court phraseology, en- 
tered a general denial to the assertions 
of Col, Griffith. The more important 
parts of the report are as follows: 
“In reference to the report made last 
July in the matter of wood cut and sold 
from Griffith Park, I wish to say that 
I have never been requested to (offi- 
claliy.) by the Park Board or any éne 
» Make a report of the wood cut 
and sold from said park. The report 
Was made in a hasty manner and, as 
TI stated at the time, I did not guar- 
antee the correctness of tine ti pore un- 
Jees I had ample time to go over the 
various funds of the park department. 
For the past tow years I have not kept 
the books and do not consider it my 
duty to compile reports from records 
kept by some one else.” 
superintendent then explains 
that more than $1000 worth of wood 
has been sold from Elysian Park and 


properly accounted for on the books. 


of the department. He explains the 
system of accounts kept by the city 
under which it would be possible for 
money received from the sales of wood 
to be merged in the “emergency” and 
other funds, where it would not be 
@hown as revenue from Griffith Park. 
report continues:, 

“In the matter of cutting oak wood 
fm the park I assert that no wood was 
cut. except for the betterment of the 
park. 
‘ting of any oak trees, except one smal! 
tree in the back hills. No proof hes 
ever been presented to show that oak 
trees have been cut and sold for wood, 
and our foreman in the park has never 
heen shown a single stump from which 
a tree was cut. 

“&j former board passed a resolution

I have no knowledge of the cut- 


a load and this order has been tn force 
several years. At one time the board 
thought it advisable to cut out all the 
Willows and plant other trees. No 
landscape gardener would think for a 
minute of planting willow trees in any 
respectabie park.” 

In reply to strictures regarding the 
amount of money spent in improving 
the park the superintendent states that 
since March, 1888, one man has been 
continuously employed in patrolling and 
caring for the park; that a force of 
men has been employed the past sum- 
mer in surveying a scenic road through 
the hills, and that the cost since March, 
1898, has been about $5000. 

Foreman George N. Lockwood of the 
park declared that he had it from a 
Mexican friend of the Mexicans who 
made affidavit to the removal of wood 


how much w they had taken or 
when. The affidavits give amounts and 
dates. 

Gen. Pierce stated that the board was 
welcome to bring the Mexicans to the 
City Hall and’ examine them under 
oath. Mayor Snyder steered the dis- 
cussion off the dangerous ground. 

Gen. Pierce referred to the hauling of 
sand from the park, the pasturing of 
horses and the sale of wood. He de- 
clared that Col. Griffith thought he 
might as well have made the revenue 
from the park as to have the city do 
so, if the tract was to be devoted purely 
to such pu ° 

It was shown that Gen. Pierce him- 
self had once secured an order for 
wooed from the park, and that no money 
had ever been paid _ treasury 
for the material s sed to have been 
taken. Gen. Pierce»vexplained that he 
had secured the order to get props for 
his orange orchard, but that he had 
never used it and had never taken any 
wood from the park. He absolved the 
present commission and Foreman 
Lockwood from any responsibility <n 
the matter. 

The hearing ended with the filing by 
Gen. Pierce of six photographs taken 
In the park as exhibits. The first one 
rhows Col. Griffith standing with bowed 


low wood, his white linen duster 
brought into effective relief by the um- 
brageous shadows, gazing intently at 
two stumps.

Dr. Wise enumerated instances of 
vandalism and declared it a shame that 
such things were allowed to be. He de- 
clared that the park has been put to 
all sorts of vile uses, and entreated 
the hoard to throw a city mantle over 
it f protection. The board was 
praised for appointing a man to guard 
the graves, and Dr. \.ise stated that 
much of good has been accomplished 
already. He reverted to the graveyards 
still maintained in the center of such 
large cities as Paris, Vienna, Berlin, 
New York and Philadelphia, and to the 
perfect care given these abiding places 
of what is mortal of those that walked 
the earth hundreds of years ago. He 
asked that men and teams be put at 
work renovating the cemetery and 
transforming it into a place that would 
be an honor and a worthy memorial 
to the dead pioneers. 

It was explained that the Park Board 
ha& only the power of recommendation 
and that the most that could be done 
was to.ask the Council to grant the 
request. This was done on motion of 
Dr. Dickson. 

The Committee on Improvements in 
Central Park was authorized to secure 
plans for the proposed conservatory. 

In the near future the Park Com- 
mission will make the regular semi-an- 
nual inspection of the parks...

AXWELL ON TRIAL 
FOR ADULTERY. 


HARD TO FIND JURY THAT IS 
WITHOUT SCRUPLES. 
Charming Mrs. Cherney Writes That 
She Still Loves Her Honey Boy—A 
Mixed-up Battery Case—José Ybarra’s 
Battle—“Bell-hop” in Trouble. 


Bert Maxwe!', the fascinating young 
barkeeper who eloped from Chicago 
with the handsome wife of his friend. 
Anton Cherney, and set up housekeep- 
ing with her in Los Angeles, appeared 
in Justice Austin’s court yesterday, for 
trial on the charge of open and notor- 
jous cohabitation and adultery. he 
entire day was spent in the sorth of 
procuring a- jury. difficulty being had 
in this respect, because most of the 
talesmen examined confessed that they 
had scruples against convicting an un- 
married man of su®h an offense. 

“I would not send a single man to 
jall for living with a pretty woman 
who ov d him better than sc 
husband.” 

Tha tis the way one prospective juror 
sized the matter up, and the rest of 
the men summoned for jury service ap- 
peared to be pretty much of the same 
@pinion. All such were excused by the 
court, although “High Wire” Allender, 
who is attorney for the defendant, ex- 
pressed his willingness to accept them. 

Mrs. Cherney who was followed to 
Los Angeles by her husband and ar- 
rested at his instance, returned with 
him to Chicago, Cherney being willing 
to forgive her, and and the court re- 
mitting her fine of $200,.0n condition 
that she would go and sin no more. 
Since returning to Chicago, however, 
she has written to Maxwell, who has 
remained in jail here, pending trial, as- 
suring him of the constancy of her af- 
fections for him, and promising to ree 
join hifi as socn as he escapes from 
the meBhes of the law. A package of 
her burning love letters will form part 
of the evidence in the case. 

Maxwell was employed at the Hotei 
Van Nuys ber at the time of his arrest, 


Metropole Hotel, Avalon. Before com- 
ing to California he was. employed 
with Cherney at the Palace Hotel, Chi- 
cago, and roomed at Cherney's house. 
After he emigrated to the Coast, Cher- 
ney allowed his wife to visit Southern 
California for the benefit of her health. 
Here she renewed her acauaintance 
with Maxwell, and was persuaded by 
him to forsake her husband and be- 
come Mrs. Maxwell by brevet. 

Maxwell's trial will probably be con- 
cluded today. Eleven jurors had been 
accepted when court adjourned yes- 
terday afternoon.

Sculellista Coming. 

Alexander Craw says one more sea- 
son will be required to demonstrate the 
utility of the new black-scale parasite 
known as the African fly. Sufficient 
encouragement has been offered by this 
parasite to justify its more extensive 
@istribution, and, in addition to the 
most effective plans of the State En- 
tomologist preparations are under way 
for the propagation of this fiy in Los 
Angeles county to supplement the 
work Of the State authorities. There 
seems to be no doubt of its surviving 
the milé winters of Southern California, 
as indicate it to be as hardy 
as the scale upon which its larvae feed, 
while so many hopes of parasitic inter- 
ference have failed there is some reason 
for expecting better results from the 
sculellista. 


The Bee 

An inquiry coming from the British 
Consul-General at San Francisco as to 
the prevalence of ‘foul brood” among 
the bee colonies of Gouthern California 
finds no one prepared to supply any figc- 
ures whatever upon the extent of the 
ravages of this dreaded disease. This 
fs one of many instances in which data 
fe entirely lacking upon farm topics in 
this section, and I presume other por- 
tions of the State are as deficient as 
this. As yet nq statistician has ap- 
peared in Southern California with 
means of determining the actual output 
of our most important farm products, 
or of approximating the losses sus- 
tained from the ravages of disease and 
insect pests. Information upon the 
above topic would be received and pub- 
lished in this department. 


Rather Excessive. 

The railroad officials, according to a 
northern paper, place the output of the 
eitrus-fruit orchards at 25,000 carloads 
for the coming season. This is perhaps 
6000 or 7000 carloads in excess of the 
growers’ estimates as figured from the 
data recently published tn The Times. 
The estimate made by The Times upon 
the crop of 190l°was 79 per cent. of that 
of the previous year, or about 17,000 
earioads. The actual output was but a 
few hundred cars more than these fig- 
ures. If the total yield for the coming 
winter is 720,000 cars that will be In 
excess of the calculations of those who 
are nearest the orchards on which the 
fruit is grown. 


Compound Photos. 

‘ince on a journey afield 1! discovered 
a photograph of three Iittie brownies 
gathering grapes. Three little boys 
were dressed as brownies and photo- 
graphed. One was mounted on a lad- 
der. with a large pumpkin in bis artns, 
Another picture had been made of a 
bunch of grapes. By shillful cutting 
and piecing the two pictures were 
made one, and & new negative was 
made of the compound. When finished 
the picture was a perfect representa 
tion of grape harvesting, in which the 
fruits and the pumpkin were of the 
earne size.

I have received a picture of an ear 
of corn mounted upon the four wheels 
of a large farm wagon which is being 
sent all over the country to advertise 
one of the great resources of Kansas. 
This conceit is now very common, hav- 
ing its origin in the hoax perpetrated 
upon the Scientific American by a Colo- 
rado potato grower. That journal pub- 
lished a photograph of a potato half 
as long as the man beside it. The de- 
acription below stated that the tuber 
weighed twenty-four pounds, and it 
was several weeks before the Scientific 
American discovered that it was the 
victim of a practical joke, made pos- 
sible by the photographer's ingenuity. 

Rank Growing Buds. 
1 sa wan orange orchard of budded- 
over seedling trees near Pomona in 
which the buds had grown so luxuri- 
antly that they were breaking from 
their own weight. The owner was in 
a serious dilemma. Tg-@inch' the shoots 
back was to injure the future shape of 
his trees, and no — could 
be applied to support e. rank 
growth. I have seen them tied 
firmly together like a bundle 
of sticks, but these had gone too 
long for that, having attained the form 
of a weeping willow. Fortunately the 
grower had put in so many buds that 
some could be spared without loss to 
the future usefulness of the trees. For 
once the danger cc” budding into the 
large trunks was illustrated ,and I saw 
the need of using smaller limbs, or of 
budding in well-matured sprouts which 
could stand the exuberance of soil and 
root area. Whether frost will come to 
the rescue or not remains for the com- 
img winter to determine, but I see 
many budded-over orchards that look 
inviting for the inevitable “chill” of 
December or January. If a practical 
farmer should write a letter to The 
Times describing his method of man- 
aging luxuriant buds in old seedling 
orange trees it might be of use to 
scores of readers just at this time.

FEARS ENTERTAINED FOR GER- 
MANS ON SAN NICOLAS ISLAND.

Fish Company Charged With Lack of 
Diligence in Effecting a Rescue—Legal 
Representative Says Men afte not in 
Danger of Starving. 


| SAN PEDRO, Nov. .13.—It is feared 
that the three Germans who were 
taken to San Nicolas Island by Capt. 
|Monha of the schooner May, on No- 
vember 5, are out of provisions by this 
time, and in danger of starvation if 
relief is not forwarded to them at once, 


Company of Los Angeles, It is reported 
that their supply of provisions Was 
scant and that it was not expected 
that they were to remain on the island 
more than a week. Yet no boat has 
gone to their relief. How much longer 
they shall stay marooned depends upon 
the efforts the fish company will make 
to rescue them. Thus far the company 
appears to have been apathetic as to 
the fate of its employés. 

Local fishermen who have worked for 
the McGimpsey company are disposed 
to speak rather harshly of that con- 
cern. i is charged that men have fre- 
quently been sent: to San Nicolas 
without adequate provisions for the 
time they were compelled to remain. It 
is Stated that two men marooned there 
recently, only escaped starvation by 
crossing to the mainland in a small 
skiff, at imminent. peril of being 
swamped by the waves.
